STATUS  AND  ACTIVITIES  OF  PPOt-lINEHT  SCIENTISTS  IN 
COMMUNIST  CHINA  IN  - 


This  report  gives  infonnation  on  the  positions  and 
activities  of  a  selected  group  of  Chinese  Ccnmunist  scien¬ 
tists  as  reported  in  the  Chinese  press  during  I962.  The 
^Jor  source  was  Kuang-ming  Jih-pao.  published  daily  in 
Peiping,  but  infonnation  from  several  other  newspapers  is 
also  included.  The  information  on  each  scientist  includes 
the  subject  s  name,  telecodes,  alias  (where  applicable), 
locution  for  foreign  study,  field  of  specialization, 
positions  held,  ana  activities.  The  code  in  parentheses 
following  each  item  refers  to  the  appended.

The  scientists  included  in  this  report  have  in  comnon  the  fact  that 
they  have  all  been  referred  to  in  the  Chinese  Conjaunist  press  at  one  time 
or  another  as  "prominent"  (chu-ming;  5511/0^82);  sore  have  been  so  desig¬ 
nated  only  once,  nhil®  others  aj:e  called  prominent  consistently.  It  is 
doubtful  that  the  adjective  in^plies  ojy  specific  rank,  for  some  of  these 
individuals  are  relatively  obscure,  and  the  term  seems  to  have  been  used 
to  enphasire  a  partioular  noteworthy  accorplishinentj  others,  obviously 
the  senior  men  in  their  fields,  have  never  been  nocorded  the  title  despite 
being  mentioned  savercl  times  in  the  press,  and  so  are  excluded  here. 

These  cases  are  the  exceptions,  however,  and  the  group  as  a  whole 
represents  the  best-trained  and  most  active  of  Communist  China's  scien¬ 
tists.  108  persons  covered  in  this  report  include  j6  in  the  medical 

sciences  (including  pharmacology  and  physiology),  20  in  the  biological 
sciences,  14  in  physics,  8  in  engineering  and  metallurjjj’,  and  10  in  mis¬ 
cellaneous  fields,  such  as  archaeology,  meteorology,  astronomy,  etc. 

Of  these,  24  have  been  reported  to  be  directors  or  deputy  directors 
of  institutes  of  the  Chinese  Academy  of  Sciences,  the  Chinese  Acadery  of 
Medical  Sciences,  or  the  Chinese  Academy  of  Agricultural  Sciences;  11  are 
on  the  departmental  comnittees  of  the  Chinese  Acodeny  of  Sciences.  Ihere 
are  19  presidents  or  vice-presidents  of  colleges  and  universities  and  6 
department  heads,  and  13  are  officers  in  their  professional,  societies. 

As  a  meas\ae  of  their  scholarly  activity,  45  of  these  persons  liave 
been  excited  with  tlie  authorship  of  at  least  one  (and  sometimes  more) 
book  or  article  or  with  the  presentation  of  papers  or  reports  to  profes¬ 
sional  conferences  during  19^2 .  Ihey  !xave  undertaken  or  directed  research 
In  their  various  fields  oji«l  have  trained  younger  scientists  as  thoir  per¬ 
sonal  assistants  and  proteges.  Geveral  of  them  traveled  abroad  during  the 
year  to  attend  scientific  conferences. 

Finally,  the  prestige  of  these  scientists  is  ouch  that  the  regime 
has  used  them  on  occasion  for  political  and  propaganda  purposes.  Ihey 
have  marched  at  the  b-ad  of  demonstrations  denouncing  IE  actions  In  the 
Cuba  crisis  or  protested  IE  high-altltudc  nuclear  tests,  ond  long  articles 
have  been  devoted  to  tlwir  cocnerts  on  the  success  and  significance  of 
the  Soviet  Vostok  space  flights. 

Being  of  the  older  .'•neration,  none  of  these  scientists  has  received 
'ny  part  of  his  training  in  the  Soviet  Iftiion,  ai  ..aough  76  of  then  ha'''e 
studied  abroad.  Of  these,  one  haa  studied  in  GwltzeriB.-«i,  2  in  Japan,  3 
each  in  Austria  and  Qelglun,  5  in  France,  6  in  Oeraajy,  15  in  Britain,  ojid 
54  (exactly  half  of  tliem)  have  received  all  or  part  of  their  advanced 
education  in  the  UG. 
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Infonoatlon  on  the  educational  background,  and  in  most  cases  vhere 
no  source  references  vere  made,  the  fields  of  specializatior  of  these 
'scientists,  was  taken  from  Chinese  Communist  Men  of  Science,  CIA/cE  BR 
62-6, SECRET.

In  February  of  this  year,  DTIC  provided  the  CIA  Declassification  Center  with  a  referral 
list  of  CIA  documents  held  in  the  DTIC  library.  This  referral  was  a  follow  on  to  the  list  of 
National  Intelligence  Surveys  provided  earlier  in  the  year. 

We  have  completed  a  declassification  review  of  the  “Non-NIS”  referral  list  and  include 
the  results  of  that  review  as  Enclosure  1 .  Of  the  220  documents  identified  in  our  declassification 
database,  only  three  are  classified.  These  three  are  in  the  Release  in  Part  category  and  may  be 
released  to  the  public  once  specified  portions  of  the  documents  are  removed.  Sanitization 
instructions  for  these  documents  are  included  with  Enclosure  1 . 

In  addition  to  the  documents  addressed  in  Enclosure  1,14  other  documents  were  unable 
to  be  identified.  DTIC  then  provided  the  CDC  with  hard  copies  of  these  documents  in  April  2004 
for  declassification  review.  The  results  of  this  review  are  provided  as  Enclosure  2.
